|FORMER COUNTY CLERK SAYS 


HE WILL MAKE SETTLEMENT 


He received $4030.87 from State 
Treasury for Making Tax 
Books 


William Seibel of Clayton, former 
clerk of the County Court, the ad- 
ministrative body of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, said today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had not made a set- 
tlement with the County Treasurer 
for a payment of $4030.87 made to 


him last May from the State Treas- 
ury, to reimrburse the county for the 
State’s share of the cost of making 
tax books, work which was done by 
his office. 

A report of an audit of Seibel's 
books, mentioning the failure of the 
County Treasurer to receive this 
money, was filed today with Seibel’s 
successor, Clark Edward Tiffin. 

Seibel said that, as he received the 
money after he went out of office, 
he decided to defer settlement until 
the State’s aditor’s report, showing 
the amount due from him, should be 
completed. His attorney, Richard 
F. Ralph, said he wonld be ready to 
make a settlement on the basis of 
the StateAuditor’s report. The re- 
port towas termed by Ralph a priv- 
ate report. 

The audit was made by the Na- 
tional Tax & Audit Co., Arcade Bulld- 
ing, St. Louis, under an order issued 
by the present County Court, soon 
after it took office in January. The 
present -.members of the court are 
those elected by the Clean Election 
League last November. 

Seibel said, in speaking of the 
matter today, that he had not been 
sure “whether he owed the county 
anything. His statement appeared 
to indicate that he held certain 
counter-claims, but he did not go 
into details, except to say that he 
had paid the clerks for their work 
on the tak books. The County Clerk, 
under the law, deducts his salary and 
the pay of his deputies from the fees 
received by him, before enaking a 
settlement with the county. At cer- 
tain times of the year, when fees are 
light, the clerk must advance money 
himself or borrow it, and the plan 
followed has usually been to borrow 
the money from a bank. Seibel had 
such an account with the St. Louis 
‘County Bank.

Newspapers Assert Should Have

HOME RULE IN PERIL. 

Home rule for Missouri cities, before becoming 
effective, must pass two more gantlets—+the final 
vote of the convention and the popular vote of the 
State when the revised Constitution is submitted 
for adoption. The plan devised by the Committee 
on Counties, Cities and Towns, of which Judge 
Daniel G. Taylor of St. Louis is chairman, has al- 
ready received the indorsement of the convention. 
But active fears are entertained for the fipal vote. 
The reason is politics. The Democratic City Com- 
mittee of St. Louis ts opposed to the plan because 
it would leave St. Louts in the hands of a nerena’ 
Republican majority. 

Thus a petty partisan consideration would be al- 
lowed to obstruct a vital public consideration. Not 
all Democrats are opposing the amendment. Judge 
Taylor, the chief sponsor of the plan, himself a 
Democrat, deems the cause important enough to 
differ with his party leaders. 

The general argument of those standing for the 
home rule plan is that it transfers to the cities a 
responsibility of government without which citi- 
zens, “following the natural human course where 
power of independent action is denied, ‘have lost 
their sense of responsibility and grown lethargic 
and indifferent in the performance of their duty as 
citizens."’ 8t. Louis well enough knows this to be 
the case. In the last aldermanic election the polls 
were nearly abandoned except by the machine 
voters who had a special private interest in the re- 
sult. 

A phase of the evil less seen and viahinied outside 
of politics is that the time of the State Legislature 
is now largely taken up with purely local legisia- 
tion. ‘“‘While this jabor is tn progress,’’ says Ber- 
nard H. Dyer, delegate of St. Charles, “the course 
of state-wide legislation on various subjects is de- 
layed and subjected to the handicaps which go with 
shortened consideration. If all these city problema, 
in which the State at large has only a passing in- 
terest, are lifted out and placed in the hands of 
those most vitally interested, it seems to me that 
all concerned will benefit.’’ 

In only two states in the Union, Massachusetts 
and Maryland, is the State given control over city 
police, and only three cities are affected. The 
government of cities from state capitals is a freak 
in the American system and a relic of undemo- 
cratic government. The case for the public is all 
en the side of home rule and was ably argued by 
leading delegates in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 
The politicians in the convention and behind the 
convention must not be allowed to thwart a meas- 
ure for justice and sound government which has 
been the hope of St. Louls for a generation. 
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All lovers of liberty and justice no doubt will re- 
foice to learn that President Coolidge proposes to 
leave all pardon and parole cases in the hands of 
that eminent humenitarian and liberal, Attorney- 
General Daugherty. 


DE VALERA'S CAPTURE. 

The arrest of Mamonn de Valera by the Free 
State authorities seems to have been unavoidable 
in view of the consideration that the Government 
holds hundreds of irregulars who acted only on the 
republican chief's authority. The detention of these 
prisoners, it ts éontended, could not be justified if 
the leader were allowed to appear unchallenged in 
ordinary political conflict. 

Despite the repugnant, militaristic method of his 
arrest the Government apparently ts sensible of the 
danger of making a martyr out of De Valera. It is 
reported that his capture waz avoided as long as 
possible and that even then the Executive Council 


of the Free State was not agreed on the measure. 


The incident takes on less significance when it is 
learned that the return to power of the present 
ministry is everywhere forecast and that the Re- 
publican seats in the Free State Parliament are 
expected to comprise only a small minority. 

Many good men and many mistaken ones have 
died in Ireland and millions of dollars in property 
have been destroyed, to say nothing of the suffer- 
ings of the people through idleness, anxiety and 
want, in consequence of De Valera’s refusal to yield 
to an. électoral majority. People who have been 
turouge thie pandemonium and travail are not like- 
ly to commit themselves to another reign of terror

WILL THE NEGRO STAY? 


The negro movement from the plantation fields 
of the South to the industrial centers of the North, 
e Savannah correspondent informs us, is not merely 
an exodus. It is a stampede. Cabin after cabin 
deserted, acres upon atres of fertile farm land un- 
tilled, weeds and wild flowers overgrowing the for- 
mer realms of King Cotton, ‘“‘and not even a human 
being to ruffle the oppressive silence save the oc- 
casional approach of a traveler’’—sych is the pic- 
ture of the deserted plantation country painted for 
us by an observer. 

Negro leaders, says this informant, are frank to 
acknowledge that it is not injustices which are 
leading the negroes north. The reason, for the 
time being at least, is economic. The North offers 
more jobs and more pay. The migrants have the 
fever. Some are going because their friends have 
preceded them. And when the whole community 
pulls up stakes the preacher goes with his flock. 
The labor agent, also, is not to be overlooked as ay 
important contributory cause. 

Any movement based to so great a degree on 
sentiment and impulse is bound to meet severe set- 
backs and cause reaction. Is the negro of the fields 


and pure air and bright sky going to be content in| 


ugly factory and mill surroundings or driving a coal 
wagon’? Is he going to be happy in such “squalid 
and filthy tenements as are availabie to his use? 
Assuming that he gets a job, which is doubtful, 
many migrants will suffer. 

The South has been taught a lesson in proper 
treatment of the negro. It needs his labor and it 
will want him back. The negro, on the other hand, 
if he finds a job, will know something about the 
conditions of industry and the independent worker. 
Both may have gained knowledge which will help 
solve the problem.

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WHY IS AN ORDINANCE? 


There is a city ordinance, it is gratifying to learn, 
which defines as a special offense the unnecessary 
or arrogant or merely garrulous tooting of motor 
horns. There has been such an ordinance for eight 
years. But it has been so long unenforced that but 
for the long memory of Capt. Gerk, commander of 
the traffic division of the Police Department, it 


might have passed completely into the limbo of* 


forgotten laws. 1 

It seems that once upon a time the ordinance was 
enforced. Motorists who added needlessly to the 
city’s noises for purposes other than giving warn- 
ing of approach were arrested and taken into court, 
and some are said to have been fined. This had the 
intended effect and the nuisance was in a measure 
abated. But enforcement was not continued and 
the horn pest came back and has been back ever 
since. ” 

It is a matter of casual observation that the or- 
dinance is being violated constantly in the hearing 
of policemen who have probably been unaware of 


iis existence. dt would seem that once in eight years 


would not be too often to enforce an ordinance in- 
tended to spare the-nerves of the people and con- 
fine the automobile horn to the giving of warning, 
which is its purpose. For one thing, it would re- 
mind policemen that there is such an ordinance. 
It would be interesting to know what an ordi- 
nance is for, if not to be enforced in the face of 
great prevalence of the offense it is intended to 


correct.

ONE DAY IN NAZARETH. 

S a contribution towards the effort to un- 
A derstand the race problem, as it concerns 

America, Waldo Frank’s latest book, just 
out, entitled “Holiday,” ought to make a stir 
in the literary world. Here is the publisher’s 
description of the story, taken from the book's 
cover: 

“The scene of Holiday is laid in the South 
of today—of race prejudice, of bitterness 
and of lynchings. White people—negroea. 
A very beautiful and finely educated South- 

girl, possessing not charm, but 
kindness and an uplifting spirit, typifies 
the tolerant Southerner. An Intelligent ne- 
zro youth, conscious of race distinctions and 
accepting them without protest—also kind 
and helpful. Around these two characters 
moves this extraordinary tale. | 
“The action takes place in one day, which 


is a holiday—at the Gulf Coast town of Naza- 
reth. First, there is contentment, prayers, 
hymns, greetings. Second, movement of a 
quiet life in the town—then a festival, cele- 
bration. Third, a meeting in the woods be- 
tween the girl and the youth. Sympathy 
understanding, emotion —- release of spirit 
and body. Everything is satisfactory, har- 
monious. Fourth, the aftermath—suspicion, 
an accident. The girl's indifference to ev- 
erything—a tragedy. People go,into x1 mad 
rage; others tremble or hide themselves in 
fear. The storm breaks into accumulated 
tragedy.”’ 

Waldo Frank is a poet, 
without color and feeling. He alternates between 
telling his story and bursting into song, negro 
song, white song. in his agonizing attempt to 
express the terrible strain which lies in race 
difference and race misunderstanding, not to 
say race hatred. His handsome negro herw has 
promised to marry a young woman of his own 
color, but he is so conscious of the curse of 
blood that he continues to have what his 
“mammy"’ calls “the white look in his eyes.” 
It is the look of ambition toward the white 
race that no Southern negro dare foster. The 
heroine of the story. if one may @all her that, 
is no mere “tolerant Southerner,” as above 
described. It is her folly that brings about the 
tragedy. Before the accidental meeting of 
these two which led to the tragedy, old Aunt 
Martha had warned John Cloud:

ESTERHAZY OF DREYFUS 


FAME DEAD IN BRITAIN 


Author of Memorandum That 
Caused French Scandal Died 
Under Assumed Name. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—Newspaper 
reports of the death in Harpenden, 
Maj. Count Ferdinand 


Esterhazy, author of the famous 
“bordereau,”’ on the strength -— of 
which Capt.-Alfred Dreyfus was con- 
victed of espionage in France a quar- 
ter of a century ago, recalled today 
the incidents of the notorious French 
scandus. 

Maj. Esterhazy, buried last May as 
Count de Voilement, had lived in En- 
gland since 1898. He filed to this 
country in that year after it became 
known that he, and not Dreyfus, 
‘wrote the ‘memorandum, found in 
the French Foreign Office, of docu- 
ments which had been sent to Ber- 
lin. 

This notati,on in a hand similar 
to that of Dreyfus, was the only evi- 
dence offered against the latter. Al- 
though he denied having written it, 
he was found guilty, degraded and 
sentenced to life imprisonment on 
Devil's Island, a French penal colony 
off the South American coast. This

Amid the public indignation that 
followed the trial. augmented great- 
ly by Emile Zola's famous letter, 
“J’accuse,” which exposed an alleged 
conspiracy against Dreyfus—Col. 
Georges Picquart of the French gen- 
eral staff discovered that Esterhazy 
was the author. 

The Major was brought to trial, 
but was acquitted. However, Ester- 
hazy fled to England. Early in 1899 
he told the story of his part in the 
affair to a British journal and then 
went into retirement under an as- 
sumed name. 

Meanwhile, Dreyfus, supported by 
a strong faction of popular opinion, 
notably republican, was granted a 
new trial. He was again found 
guilty, but was pardoned. His con- 
viction was ultimately annulled and 
he was readmitted into the French 
army, receiving a Major’s commis- 
sion.
